Young not ready to take job dad excelled at

He started strong. 

Coleman Young II opened the mayoral de- 
bate two weeks ago by paraphrasing Charles 
Dickens: “It’s the best of times for those who 
are privileged and the worst of times for every- 
body else ...” 


He connected with those feeling ignored 
and disenfranchised by calling out their prob- 
lems: residents having their water shut off, 
losing their homes to foreclosure and being 
victims of auto insurance redlining. 

But then, he uttered the words that cost 
him the debate and sealed his electoral fate: 

‘Tm Coleman Young the Second, and I’m 
asking you for your vote. It’s time to take back 
the Motherland for the people.”

Mayor Mike Duggan, who in his first term re- 
stored some of Detroit’s basic services that had 
been lacking for years as the city climbed out of 
bankruptcy, won re-election Tuesday night, 
defeating state Sen. Coleman Young II, who ran 
a hard-hitting campaign against the incum- 
bent. 

With all but six of 590 precincts reporting, 
Duggan led with 72% of the vote as of 11 p.m. 

Young said he wasn’t officially conceding 
the race yet but as the votes continued to come 
in, a win for his camp seemed unlikely. 

“We're going to wait until they call it,” Young 
said about 9 p.m. “Obviously, it’s not exactly 
what we wanted but I’m just thankful for the 
opportunity. It was a good race. We did what we 
needed to do and we put our best foot forward.” 

When he was initially elected in 2013, Dug- 
gan became the first white mayor to be elected 
in Detroit since Coleman A. Young took office in 
1974. 

Ahead of the results coming in, Duggan’s 
spokeswoman Sharon Banks said his cam- 
paign was “hopeful” that the work he had done 
the past four years warranted him another 
term. 

Duggan decisively won 68% of the vote in 
the August primary and had also raised a war 
chest of $2.2 million within the past year, 
which critics said was difficult for Young to 
compete against. 

Within the past year, the campaign became 
contentious on both sides leading up to the 
election. In the only scheduled mayoral debate 
on Oct. 25, Young accused Duggan of collusion 
and “bid-rigging” in the city’s demolition pro- 
gram, which is under federal investigation — 
claims that Duggan vehemently denied. 

Duggan made waves shortly after he was 
elected in 2013 and embarked upon an ambi- 
tious effort to tear down 40,000 blighted build- 
ings in neighborhoods. 

Young, 35, had said that he planned to runa 
strategic, boots-on-the-ground-style cam- 
paign, a strategy he thought would help him 
win. Young had said he believed he had reached 
voters in places he thought had largely been ig- 
nored. 

Young told the Free Press days before the 
election that “the people have reached their 
limit” and desired a leadership change. Young 
also ran heavily on the narrative of two Detroits

Michigan bills for concealed 
guns in schools move forward

LANSING - In the wake of mass shootings 
in Las Vegas and Texas that left dozens of 
people dead or injured, a Michigan Senate 
committee approved bills Tuesday that will 
allow gun owners to carry concealed weapons 
in gun-free zones such as schools, churches, 
day care centers, bars, dorms and stadiums. 

The shooting at a Baptist church in Suther- 
land Springs, Texas, on Sunday, which left 26 


people dead and 20 more injured, makes Sen- 
ate Majority Leader Arlan Meekhof, R-West Ol- 
ive, more certain that now is the time to take up 
the gun legislation. 

“Some have said it’s insensitive to bring up 
these issues now, but I feel quite the opposite,” 
he told a standing-room-only crowd in the 
Senate Government Operations Committee. 
“The recent events will allow us to look at how 
we can deter those who want to do harm. And
